Conditions attached to import licences issued under 
the West German Capital Gooo'a Credit of DM 35 
million for 1986-87. 

1. (i) Where the value of allocation approved by 
the Capital Goods Committee exceeds the rupee 
equivalent of DM 2 million [the rupee equi¬ 
valent being determined at the exchange rale 
notilied by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
under Section 15 of the Customs Act, 1962) the 
prior concurrence of the West German authorities) 
Kredi anstalf fur Wiederaufbau (KFW) to the allo¬ 
cation is obJigatory, and this would be obtained by 
the Department of Economic Affair's on the basis of 
the project data to be supplied by the Indian impor¬ 
ter in tlie form at Anuexure-I. Till such concurrence 
from West German authorities is communicated to 
the Licensing authorities (CCl&E) by the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs no import licence can be 
issued in favour of the Indian importer. 

I, (ii) The licence shall bear the superscription 
‘ DM 35 million West German Capital Goods Credit 
for 1986-87”. The licence code for the first and se¬ 
cond suffix will be “S|GN”. These wi 1 also be repeat¬ 
ed in the CCl&;E’s letter forwarding the import 
licence. 

1. (iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the Jmport Licence, except bank 
chaigc.s which may be remitted through normal bank¬ 
ing channel. Payments towards Indian Agent’s com- 
mrssion, if any, should be made in Indian rupee to 
the agents in India, Such payments however, will 
form part of the licence value and will therefore be 
charged to the licence. 

f. (iv) The goods and related services to be pro¬ 
cured under this import licence can only be imported 
irom the Federal Republic of Germany including the 
L-and Berlin. 

1, (v) ’’I’he minimum and the maximum amounts 
lor which an import licen 9 c can be issued under this 
Credit is the rufiee equivalent of DM 30,000 and 
DM 7,000,000 respectively. However, in cx- 

ceptioniil cases, the majtitnuiti limit oui 


relaxed by the Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance upto DM 10,000,000 (rupees 
equivalent being calculated at the rate of exchange 
notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
whicli rate of exchange should be indicated in the 
import licence as per para 2 of the Public Notice 
No, 78-lTC(PN) |74 dated 6th June, 1974 issued by 
the Chief Controler of Imports and Exjiorts).
